They take station bet\veen 
Africa and Rio do Janeiro and enable the 
luft-Hansa to fly the mails one a 5veek 
instead of once a fortnight.

They have used the Graf Zeppelin for 
many I'ound fliglits bet\veen P’rederich- 
shaven and Brazil. 
They have been op­ 
erating their airplane

Gci’mans have already placed their op­ 
erations in a routine.
